The types of 
supervised credit include pro- 
duction loans of one to five 
years for the purchase of 
workstock, livestock, mach- 
inery, farm and home equip- 
ment, and other operating 
needs; farm ownership loans 
for the purchase of family- 
type farm homes amortized 
over a possible 40-year pe- 
riod; and loans for family 
health needs. All loans are 
non-competitive, They are 
available only to borrowers 
who cannot obtain credit up- 
on reasonable terms from 
other sources. 

Special attention is given 
to loans for eligible veterans, 
it was announced.

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Soil Conservation 
Over Coffee County

An outstanding example of 
“ereen fields in winter” can 
be seen on the Penuel farm 
on the Wnterprise - Dothan 
highway which has one of 
the best combinations of 
winter cover crops in Coffee 
County. On this dairy farm 
the emphasis has been placed 
on grazing crops with enough 
oats and a combination of 
ryegrass and crimson clover 
to have over one acre of greaz- 
ing for each cow. A small 
pee of manganese bur clover 
has been planted for seed 
production. This will meet 
the need for a reseeding win- 
ter grazing crop that will 
eliminate annual plantings. 

With an eye to producing 
more grain on the farm, blue 
lupine is being used to add 
nitrogen to the soil for the 
production of corn. Oats 
will also be harvested for 
grain and grain sorghum will 
follow the crimson  clover- 
ryegrass mixture. 

In an effort to provide a 
larger amount and a better 
variety of summer grazing, 
land is now being pre pared 
for seeding 20 acres to Les- 
pedeza sericea and planting 
AB acres to kudzu during 
February.

THE GOOD SHEPHERD 


LESSON TEXT—John 10:7-18, 

MEMORY SELECTION—I am the good 
shepherd: the good shepherd giveth his 
life for the sheep.—John 10:11. 


An open door! How inviting! Jesus 
had just been talking to the man 
once blind (John 9) who had seen 
the temple door closed against him. 
It shut him out from all the sacred 
traditions of his people, but it turned 
him to Jesus, who presents himself 
in our lesson as ‘the door of the 
sheep." 

I. The Door of the Sheep (vv. 7- 
10), 

The preceding verses of chapter 
10 are important, for they identify 
Jesus as the true Shepherd. He 
speaks of his people as his sheep. 

Flocks were sometimes kept in 
the field at night, as was the case 
on the night when Jesus was born 
in Bethlehem, Put ordinarily they 
were brought into a_ sheepfold, 
where many flocks gathered for pro- 
tection. A shepherd was on guard at 
the door. Thieves would climb the 
wall to steal sheep, but the true shep- 
herds, when they came in the morn- 
ing to lead forth their flocks, en- 
tered by the door, They called out 
their own flock by name. 

It is said that only sick sheep will 
follow a stranger, which may ex- 
plain why so many false isms of our 
day appeal to the sick and lead them 
away from the Good Shepherd. 

Do you know his blessed voice? 
Haye you responded to his call? 
Will you follow him? Decide now, 

Consider the beautiful figure of the 
shepherd as the door of the sheep- 
fold. When the sheep enter the fold 
to rest, he is the door. When they 
are ready to go out to feed in green 
pastures again, he is the door. 

Note that they go in and out, Be- 
longing to Christ is not bondage. 
If any man enter in by Christ, the 
Door, he is free to go in and out, 
to find pasture, to live for and to 
serve him, 

“The Door’’—what a striking fig- 
ure! It is a means of entry, the 
only way in, Every door has two 
sides and the side we are on de- 
termines whether we are inside or 
outside—saved or lost. Children oft- 
en sing: 

“One Door and only one, 
And yet its sides are two— 
Inside and outside; 
On which side are you?” 

Then repeating the two first lines 
comes the direct testimony and 
question, 

“I am on the inside; 
On which side are you?” 

WI, The Keeper of the Sheep (vv. 
11-13), 

We think of sheep as peacefully 
grazing on the hillside—an idyllic 
picture in the summer sunshine. But 
there were dangers to meet. It is 
so with Christ’s sheep too, and then 
he is there to keep them. The wolves 
come out as the shadows gather. 
They come to kill and to scatter. 
Where then is the shepherd? If he 
is only a hireling, serving for what 
may ‘“‘be in it'’ for him, he will flee. 

How perfectly this pictures relig- 
fous leaders, who, in spite of their 
swelling words and _ ingratiating 
manners, desert the flock in the hour 
of adversity. Fair-weather friends 
are they, who disappear when dark- 
ness and danger appear. 

In the darkest hour Jesus is near- 
est at hand. He never fails. He 
has no fear, for has he not tasted 
the bitter death of Cavalry's tree 
for you and me? He is the Good 
Shepherd. He gave his life for the 
sheep, Those who have put their 
trust in him shall never be put to 
shame. 

III, The Saviour of the Sheep (vv. 
14-18). 

He laid down his life for the sheep. 
Ah, yes, it is all too true that evil 
men laid wicked hands on him and 
crucified him, Their guilt is awful. 
But it is clear from Scripture that 
until the hour had come for Jesus 
to be made sin for the redemption 
of man, they could not touch him 
see Luke 4:29, 30; John 8:59). 

When the time came, Christ laid 
down his life in accord with ‘'the de- 
terminate counsel and foreknowl- 
edge of God" (Acts 2:23), He died 
for us, not as a martyr to a cause, 
or the victim of an accident or mis- 
carriage of justice, but willingly, 
and for the glory of God. 

Yes, he died for us, but he also 
died for every lost soul who will 
hear his voice, There are ‘other 
sheep’ about whom the Lord ts deep- 
ly concerned. Are we? 

He ‘must bring’’ them—but re- 
member, God works through yielded 
believers—through men and women. 
We ought to be eager instruments in 
his hands to reach these other 
sheep, whatever their race, creed, 
or condition. 

Do not miss the note of unity in 
verse 16. ‘‘There shall be one fold.” 
Sometimes one wonders as Chris- 
tians fight one another how they will 
ever be brought into the unity of one 
fold, Only the Lord can do it—he 
‘must bring’? us together—but let 
us not contribute one iota to the con- 
fusion and division which must so 
grieve his Father-heart,

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Grand Jury Returns 9 Indictments 


And Recommends Repairs At 
Court House And Jail 


The Grand Jury in session at 
Elba last Monday and Tuesday, 
February 17 and 18, returned 9 
indictments, five being for felonies 
and four for misdemeanors, ‘The 
body also made a number of other 
recommendations, and for the ben- 
efit of our readers we are printing 
the full report below: 


“We, the Grand Jury empanelled 
by Your Honor on Monday, Feb- 
ruary 17, 1947, wish to submit this 
as our final report. 

We have investigated eighteen 
presentments and herewith submit 
to Your Honor 9 indictments, con- 
sisting of five felonies and four 
misdemeanors. 

We have examined the County 
Buildings and find them generally 
to be in a fair state of repair. Our 
observation revealed that the pub- 
lie toilets in the Courthouse are in 
a deplorable condition, in fact, in 
such condition that they are a 
with the Public Health Laws. In 
recommended that the fixtures in 
said toilets be replaced by new 
and modern equipment, and that 
they be reconditioned to comply 
with the Fyiblic Healtth Laws. In 
the event this repair cannot be 
done in the immediate future, it 
is suggested that said toilets be 
closed and locked until repairs can 
be made. It was also found that 
the floor in the Clerk’s office is 
badly in need of repair. We sug- 
gest that such repairs be made. 

An inspection of the Jail dis- 
closed the premises to be in good 
repair with the exception of the 
fact that said building needs re- 
painting on the outside and inside, 
and that the windows need reput- 
tying. We found the Jail to be 
sanitary and adequately kept. 

It is suggested that the grounds 
of the Courthouse Square be filled 
in and leveled to prevent the 
standing of water thereon. 

It was discovered from an in- 
spection of the Office of the Sup- 
erintendent of Education that they 
have no place to store school 
books under their charge. It is 
suggested that the County Com- 
missioners cooperate with the Sup- 
erintendent of Education in pro- 
viding a place for storage of the 
books. 

It is recommended that Vene- 
tian Blinds be supplied 


Probate Office in order to assure 
adequate light, 

We have examined the various 
County offices, including the bonds 
and books and records of said of- 
fices, and find them neatly kept, 
and handled in a commendable 
fashion, Our investigation  dis- 
that during the last six 
years the deficit of Coffee County 
has been reduced by a figure of, 
to-wit, $338,000.00. We commend 
the officials responsible for mak- 
ing this reduction possible. 

It is noted that the Honor Roll 
placed on the sign on the North- 
west corner of the Square, is in 
bad condition. We recommend 
that the proper authoritie  Joop- 
erate with the various ..ic clubs 
nterested in finding a permanent 
place to erect a new Honor Roll. 

We express our thanks to Your 
Honor for your able charge. We 
also thank the Sheriff and the 
Bailiff for their courteous atten- 
dance during our session. 

And now, having completed our 
labors, we ask to be recessed, 
pending the further orders of 
the Court. This, Feb. 18, 1947.

Much of the seed rot, which is 
the most common cause of poor 
stands of peanuts in Alabama, may 
be controlled by seed treatment, 
according to results of the Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, A. P. 
f., reported in its latest publica- 
tion released for growers. 

The leaflet, No. 23, “Seed Treat- 
ment for Peanuts,’’ summarized 
results from four years’ experi- 
ments with treating planting seed 
with various chemical compounds 
now available on the market, 
value of treatment of machine- 
shelled seed, when to treat, how 
to treat, and what seed treatment 
does. 

The publication is authored by 
Dr, Coyt Wilson, plant patholo- 
gist of the Station staff, who con- 
ducted the experiment work, 

Copies of this leaflet may be 
obtained free from your County 
Agent. You may call by the of- 
fice or write for one. Mr. Robin- 
ette says that he will never plant 
another peanut without treating. 
A practice that is a ‘must’ in 
peanut production. 

KKK KR RR 

“Fire, as well as the common 
cold, thrive on these raw winter 
days,” county agent, J. R. Speed, 
said today, warning farmers in 
this area to use great care with 
all heating units in homes, barns, 
and outbuildings, and to take 
proper precautions to prevent con- 
flagrations. 

Mr. Speed said fire losses, par- 
ticularly in rural areas, reach 
their peak when temperatures go 
down and heaters are pushed to 
maintain adequate warmth inside 
buildings. 

“In cold weather, stoves often 
become overheated. Farmers 
should prevent nearby beams from 
scorching and make sure the stove 
pipes are free from soot. Crops 
and other material which might 


recommen- 


easily catch fire should be re- 
moved from the _ immediate 
vicinity. 


“Many, many winter fires are 
caused by faulty stoves,’ Mr. 
Speed said. He urged all farmers 
to take precautions by having 
their fire extinguishers checked, or
